Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 24-27, 29, 31-37, 41 , 43-45, 47-50 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
for allowance are based on the inclusion of: 
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a. In Claim 24, the method step wherein one sum is produced with reference 
to variables on wheels of the right vehicle side and the other sum is produced 
with reference to variables on wheels of the left vehicle side. 

b. In Claim 41 , the method step wherein when pressure loss is assumed at 
any one of the driven wheels, the threshold value is modified so that the pressure 
loss identification becomes more sensitive. 

c. In Claim 43, a second determination device for determining a correction 
value and storing the value in a memory in dependence on the value of the 
driving dynamics variable which prevailed during the determination of the 
correction value. 

d. In Claim 44, a reading device for reading out a correction value in 
accordance with the driving dynamics variable from the table and a correction 
device for correcting the test variable in accordance with the read-out correction 
value. 

e. In Claim 45, a modification device which changes the threshold value 
accordingly when a pressure loss is assumed. 

f. In Claim 47, the method step wherein one sum is produced with reference 
to variables on the wheels on the one vehicle diagonal and the other sum is 
produced with reference to variables on wheels of the other vehicle diagonal. 

g. In Claim 48, the method step wherein the gear ratio is determined from the 
engine speed and the wheel speed. 
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h. In Claim 49, the method step wherein the driving dynamics variable is a 
curve characteristic value acquired during cornering maneuvers.
